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THE  UNIVERSITY  OF  REDLANDS  AT  SEVENTY-FIVE:  A  PENCIL  SKETCH 


It  begins  with  a  dream,  an  opportuni¬ 
ty,  and  a  challenge.  Together  Town  and 
Gown  seized  the  hour  and  the  Universi¬ 
ty  of  Redlands  became  a  responsibility. 

Chartered  on  the  25th  day  of  November 
in  1907,  the  University  of  Redlands  did 
not  admit  it  first  students  until  Septem¬ 
ber  1909.  The  intervening  year  served 
as  a  seedbed  for  honing  concepts, 
seeking  a  faculty,  appointing  trustees, 
and  determining  academic  policy.  The 
story  of  the  University  of  Redlands  at 
seventy-five  is  the  story  of  an  institution 
much  changed  from  its  founding  and  yet 
in  spirit  unchanged  from  its  original 
commitment  to  educate  not  only  the 
mind  but  also  the  heart. 

:  The  birth  of  a  college  located  in  the 
jcity  of  Redlands  owes  itself  to  a  peculiar 
set  of  circumstances.  A  devastating 
earthquake  in  San  Francisco  in  1906, 
jthe  failure  of  an  American  Baptist  col¬ 
lege  in  Los  Angeles,  the  energetic  skill 
of  the  Rev.  Jasper  Newton  Field,  and 
the  determination  of  businessmen  in  historical  view  of  the  U.  of  R.  —  no  Anderson  Hall  and  no  smog. 

Redlands.  That  the  American  Baptists 
jstunned  by  the  damage  of  their  enter- 
iprise  in  the  morth,  frustrated  by  financial 
problems  with  their  school  in  Los 
jAngeles,  were  looking  for  a  new  site  is 
understandable.  After  urging  his 
parishioners  at  the  First  Baptist  Church 
of  Redlands  to  lobby  for  their  town,  Jas¬ 
per  Newton  Field  spoke  on  a  hot  July 
day  to  the  Redlands  Board  of  Trade 
urging  the  city  of  Redlands  to  seek  “this 
prize.” 

Weeks  of  intense  work,  lobbying  and 
personal  visits  by  many  people  and  a 
persuasive  offer  of  a  gift  of  land  from 
Karl  C.  Wells  and  as  much  as  50,000  or 
more  dollars  from  a  city  subscription 
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captured  the  site  committee  in  Los 
Angeles.  Field  extolled  the  advantages 
of  Redlands,  a  city  known  for  its  culture, 
beauty,  and  commitment  to  secure  a 
university.  The  Los  Angeles  Time  noted 
“his  address  was  scholarly,  logical,  ful¬ 
filling,  and  elegant  beyond  compare.  It 
was  applauded  at  almost  every  sent¬ 
ence.” 

“I  came,  I  saw,  and  I  was  conquered,” 
allowed  one  of  the  site  committee  mem¬ 


bers  during  the  June  1 907  visit  to  Red¬ 
lands.  And  so  Redlands  was  chosen 
and  Field  assured  the  new  board  of 
trustees  and  the  citizens  of  Redlands 
that  it  would  “simply  be  a  high  grade, 
first  class,  broad-gauged  college”  fos¬ 
tered  by  the  founding  denomination. 
FROM  BIRTH  PAINS  THROUGH  THE 
FIRST  WORLD  WAR 
It  was  far  from  easy  starting  a  college 
in  1907  during  one  of  America’s  worst

financial  panics.  Planning  moved 
ahead  in  spite  of  it  all,  and  Dr.  Field  was 
selected  the  first  president  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity.  In  1909  as  the  first  classes  be¬ 
gan,  the  Administration  Building  was 
being  completed,  a  Los  Angeles 
architect  was  planning  a  formal  campus 
design,  and  prosperity  had  returned  to 
the  land.  When  surveying  the  present 
campus,  it  is  hard  to  realize  that  in  the 
summer  of  1 909  a  man  stepped  off  the 


train  in  Redlands,  hired  a  cab  to  take 
them  to  a  hotel,  and: 

“Tourists?”  asked  the  cab  driver. 

“No,”  the  man  replied. 

“From  Los  Angeles?”  as  he  clucked 
to  the  horse. 

“No.  I’m  a  professor  and  I  came  here 
to  teach  in  the  University  of  Redlands,” 
stated  S.  Guy  Jones. 

The  driver  threw  back  his  head  and 
laughed.  “Man,”  he  said,  “there  ain’t  no

such  thing.  There’s  a  lot  of  sand  and  an 
old  vineyard  out  there,  but  there  ain’t  no 
university.” 

An  old  winery  and  the  decadent  re¬ 
mains  of  a  brick  yard  marked  the  place 
where  the  campus  of  the  university  was 
to  be.  In  the  dust  of  the  summer  day  it 
was  a  discouraging  scene  to  the  nine 
professors  and  52  students  of  the  new 
university. 

A  graduating  class  of  four,  including 
Field’s  daughter  who  transferred  from 
Stanford  because  her  father  wanted  se¬ 
nior  graduates,  proudly  accepted  their 
diplomas  in  June.  By  1913  Wilson  had 
replaced  Taft  as  president,  income  tax  ^ 
became  part  of  the  law,  and  Redlands, 
its  entire  economy  boundup  in  world- 
famous  navel  oranges,  experienced  a 
devastating  freeze  which  destroyed  the 
crops  and  many  of  the  trees.  The  Uni¬ 
versity  greatly  suffered.  Offers  of  ex¬ 
tended  credit,  continued  faith  among 
the  ones  who  supported  the  school, 
along  with  some  deferred  billing  saw  the  ‘ 
young  school  through  the  crisis. 

By  the  time  World  War  I  began,  addi¬ 
tional  construction  had  accomplished  ^ 
much  at  the  University  including  Bekins  ; 
Hall  and  the  President’s  Mansion  (now  j 
Alumni  House).  Field  resigned  in  1915  : 
and  the  University’s  growth  again  be-  j 
came  restrained  by  the  problems  of  the 
great  war  and  by  the  later  recession  of 
1919-20. 

Traditions  began  with  the  important 
links  which  we  presently  share.  The  “R” 
in  the  local  mountains  was  created  by 
energetic  undergraduates  in  1913-14. 
The  Zanja  Fiesta  became  an  annual

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musical  extravaganza,  a  school  news¬ 
paper,  fraternities  and  sororities,  ath¬ 
letics  and  campus  life  began  to  coalesce. 
Most  significant  was  commitment  to  the 
liberal  arts  tradition  and  to  the  education 
of  students  who  would  be  sent  forth  to 
do  good  and  undertake  service  to  im¬ 
prove  their  world. 

PROSPERITY  AND  EXPANSION 

The  1920’s  began  with  Harding, 
moved  through  Coolidge,  and  con¬ 
cluded  with  Hoover.  It  ranged  from  the 
carefree  flappers  to  a  bubbling  eco¬ 
nomy  masking  a  spate  of  difficulties. 
Victor  Leroy  Duke,  member  of  the  origi¬ 
nal  faculty  and  man  of  vision,  guided  the

sium.  Left:  New  England  Society  plants 
a  tree  in  Sylvan  Park;  administration 
building  in  background,  1915. 
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University  during  the  20’s.  He  and 
the  trustees  rejoiced  in  the  Rock¬ 
efeller  Foundation  grant  which  en¬ 
abled  great  strides  to  be  made 
academically.  More  dormitories 
were  added  to  the  residential  cam¬ 
pus,  additional  classrooms  were 
built,  a  handsome  Memorial  Chapel 
now  anchored  the  north  end  of  the 
quad,  and  the  Alma  Mater  as  we 
know  it  was  unequivocably 
adopted.  The  University  was  get¬ 
ting  to  be  well  known  in  the  south¬ 
land  and  was  taking  its  place  as  a 
fine  private  undergraduate  institu¬ 
tion. 


DEPRESSION  AND 
ADOLESCENT  PAINS 


In  those  days,  crossing  the  quad  was  not  as  pleasant  an  experience  as  it  is  today. 
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Depression  brought  change. 
Hoover  was  out,  Franklin 
Roosevelt  was  in,  silent  films  were 
gone,  and  talking  pictures  were 
here  to  stay.  President  Duke  died 
suddenly  and  left  a  campus  in 
mourning  but  a  campus  intact  and 
vigorous.  The  Thirties  brought  a 
close  campus  rapport,  and  influx  of 
educated,  bright  and  challenging 
faculty,  and  Clarence  Howe  Thur- 
ber  became  the  third  president. 
Thurber  brought  with  him  the  air  of 
cosmopolitan  East,  a  highly 
charged  academic  commitment, 
and  a  determination  to  make  Red¬ 
lands’  students  “not  leaners  but 
learners.”  The  depths  of  the  de¬ 
pression  were  reached  in  1936, 
and  it  proved  that  Redlands  was  no 
camelot  either.  Thurber  resigned 
and  the  University  was  vying  within 
itself  for  a  sense  of  direction. 

When  he  said  to  the  selection 
committee,  “Do  you  think  I  am  the 
man  for  the  job?”  it  was  clear  that  in 
Elam  J.  Anderson  the  University 
would  have  a  president  of  singular 
determination  and  will.  Anderson 
minced  no  words.  He  was  aware  of 
the  religious  beginnings  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity,  and  he  was  also  committed 
to  its  academic  excellence.  He  was 
not  afraid  of  trustees,  and  he  de¬ 
fended  many  of  his  faculty  in  a 
sensitive  time  of  transition  from  a 
regional  university  to  a  university 
with  national  outlook.  Anderson 
spoke  well  and  often  and  expanded 
the  University’s  image. 
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WORLD  WAR  II  AND  A  NEW 
SPIRIT 

Who  would  have  thought  that  the 
1940’s  would  bring  even  more  caiamity 
into  a  world  already  besieged  with  prob¬ 
lems.  World  War  II  profoundly  changed 
the  University.  With  Elam  Anderson’s 
sudden  death  in  1 944  and  with  the  V-1 2 
units  taking  classes  at  Redlands,  the 
school  was  in  for  a  new  phase  in  its 
growth.  With  the  building  of  a  new  com¬ 


mons  and  the  coming  of  a  new  presi- ' 
dent  from  the  East,  George  H.  Arma- : 
cost,  a  new  phase  of  university  life  be-  ' 
gan.  It  would  be  a  time  of  continuity,’'^ 
new  social  life  developments,  a  vigor¬ 
ous  building  campaign,  and  an  increased 
in  the  endowment.  Those  post-World; 
War  II  years  saw  veterans  returning  as 
students  and  the  dorms  neatly  burst  , 
their  seams. 

THE  NOT-SO-SILENT  50’s 
For  reasons  not  readily  apparent  the

quiet  50’s  were  not  that.  Peppery  Harry 
Truman  left  office  and  was  replaced  by 
a  general  nicknamed  Ike.  McCarthy  and 
the  black  list,  Korea,  and  A-bomb  test¬ 
ing  did  not  a  quiet  environment  make.  At 
the  University  more  dorms  were  built, 
facilities  were  enlarged,  and  a  maturing 
had  taken  place  based  on  the  skein  of 
commitment  to  mind  and  heart  begun 
50  years  earlier.  The  University,  en¬ 
hanced  by  its  capacity  to  change  and 
grow,  responded  to  the  needs  of  its  stu¬ 


dents  with  new  academic  innovations. 

George  Armacost  ultimately  con¬ 
cluded  25  years  of  service  as  president 
(retiring  in  1965).  During  his  tenure  en¬ 
rollment  were  up,  the  pool  of  students 
high,  government  money  for  higher  ed¬ 
ucation  plentiful.  As  a  result,  academic 
achievement,  sporting  achievements, 
and  student  living  innovations  excelled 
at  a  high  pace. 

REACTION  AND  REUNION:  THE  60’s 

It  was  a  small  military  coup  in  1 963  in

and  ushered  in  national  atmosphere# 
charged  with  acrimony,  debate,  and* 
confrontation.  Vietnam  was  upon  us. 
The  University  experienced  little  of  the 
travail  which  confronted  higher  educa-*: 
tion  as  a  whole,  but  the  changes  came  v 
and  a  new  era  was  soon  ushered  in.  As^ 
George  Armacost  retired,  the  baby- 
boom  students  were  no  more,  inflation 
began  and  then  recession,  and  an  ex-^  ' 
perimental  college  known  as  Johnston 
was  begun  at  the  University.  The  con-^  i 
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troversy  surrounding  that  experimental 
college  caused  further  realignment  in 
Redlands’  liberal  arts  tradition. 

THE  70’s:  TREADING  DEEP  WATER 
CAUTIOUSLY 

The  presidency  of  Eugene  E.  Daw¬ 
son  came  about  as  a  nation  examined 
and  agonized  over  its  foreign  policy  and 
domestic  insticts  and  experienced  what 
economists  said  never  could  happen  — 
unemployment,  inflation,  and  an  eco¬ 
nomic  uncertainty  called  “stagflation.” 
Meanwhile,  curriculum  changes,  cast¬ 
ing  out  certain  aspects  of  past  curricu¬ 
lum,  along  with  a  declining  student  pool 
began  to  effect  American  colleges.  The 
University  was  no  different  and  turned 
its  attention  from  adding  to  its  capital 
facilities  to  the  imperative  of  increased 
endowment,  student  scholarships,  and 
the  reality  of  higher  tuition  needs. 

Certain  innovations  from  the  60’s  pro¬ 
vided  positive  experiences  for  Red¬ 
lands.  Excellence  in  scientific  pro¬ 
grams,  firm  commitment  to  liberal  arts, 
and  the  advantages  of  foreign  resident 
programs.  A  new  college  for  returning  of 
older  students  was  begun,  Alfred  North 
Whitehead. 

The  end  of  the  1970’s  brought  about 
intense  discussions  and  a  firm  resolve 
to  secure  the  University’s  future  and

keep  undimminished  its  purpose  of 
liberal  arts  education  with  quality. 
VIGOR  AND  HOPE  AT  THE  DIAMOND 
JUBILEE 

Following  the  resignation  of  Dr. 
Dawson  in  1 978,  the  new  (and  cur¬ 
rent)  President  Douglas  R.  Moore 
inherited  an  institution  vulnerable  to 
the  challenges  afflicting  all  private 
higher  education:  less  money, 
higher  costs,  fewer  students.  At 
present  the  strength  of  the  campus, 
the  ongoing  growth  of  its  programs 
and  outreach,  the  quality  of  its  stu¬ 
dents  and  its  higher  enrollment  is 
the  answer  that  the  University  com¬ 
munity  gave  to  the  priorities  of 
President  Moore. 

This  is  what  the  75th  anniversary 
is  all  about.  It  speaks  of  achieve-

mind  and  the  heart. 


The  four  years  pass;  a  life  of  learning  commences.  The  meaning  has  been  the  same  for  all  those  who 
have  crossed  this  stage.
